THE SENATE INQUmY 

The senate MacArtbur hearlnga now are 
entering their critical phase. The senators are 
on test to demonstrate thA they can conllne 
their Inquiry to the purpose* for which It was 
■ undertaken. 

When the investigation began a month ago, 
It was dedicated to exploring the circum- 
stances surrounding the dismissal of General 
MacArthur, and related military and foreign 
policy Issues. 

Up to this point, the proceedings have gen- 
erally adhered to this -purpose, though tar 
from perfectly. Some aenators have Insisted 
on dwelling long on issues widely removed 
Irom the main path. Some have belabored 
polnt4 that already have been dealt with 
again and again. 

But mostly the questioning has focussed 
on the fiacArthur case and Its effects on 
wider policy. In pursuit of its basic alms, the 
unite Investigating group properly had to 
Interrogate MacArthur himself, the Joint 
chiefs of staff,. Secretary of Defense Marshall 
and Secretaiy of State Acheson. Beyond these 
there are a handful of othera who can con- 
tribute to a responsible Inquiry. 

Benator Russell of Georgia, chairman of the 
group, has announced, however, that he has 
a Hit of more than lOO prospective witnesses. 
It Is hard to Imagine mora than 10 per cent 
of these with anything to say about the Mac- 
. Arthur affair that Is based on first-hand 
knowledge. 

This Investigation clearly was not intended 
to provide a general and continuing forum on 
American foreign policy in all Its aspects. But 
that Is what It would tend to become II It 
should drag on long enough to hear another 
100 witnesses, or even half that number. 

The moment has coma for the participating 
senators to. show that thoy are capable ol 
disciplining themselves In Inquiries of this 
sort, Heretofore major congressional Investi- 
gations with heavy partisan overtones have 
almost inevitably degenerated into wild po- 
litical carnivals. The search for truth, lor 
real guidance In th; making of laws, has been 
lost In the shuffle. 

The MacArthur hearings set a high stand- 
ard ol perfonnance in the beginning. Since 
then therfl tikn been sotne marked lapses, 
but they have hot yet degenerated Into the 
customary chaos. It they do, then the average 
American citizen will be llkc^ly to conclude 
that the V. B. senate Is Incapable of conduct- 
ing t wholly statesmanlike Investigation.

"Bat right here at homa we kill and per- 
mansntly. Injure 1,039,000 people, and there 
Is no outcry by the sabotage press, no mls- 
fftttement by the oolumaists or the congres- 
■looal demagogues," 

^t where has President Truman been all 
. these many years if he is Inclined to think 
the nation's press has overlooked the tragic 
toll of death on this country's highways? 

The newspapers of this country have been 
working jq.closfl co-operation, with the Kitl 
tional Safety councU, repeatedly reminding 
the people that more than 30,000 Uvea are 
lost every year In automobile accidents. 

The press has never let up on Imploring the 
American people to drive more carefully. The 
newspapers have Issued himdreds of thous- 
ands of warnings, carried hundreds of thous- 
ands of editorials, and published hundreds 
of thousands of pictures showing the tragic 
results of automobile accidents throughout 
tha land. 

It's not -unusual for the President to go 
off the deep end with his Impulsive haughti- 
ness. But when be attempts to tell the Ameri- 
can public that the newspapers are tmcon- 
cemed about the ever<-lncr«aslng slaughter 
on this country's highways, he makes him- 
self ridiculous. 

"And I wonder why." Mr. lYuman added.
